Pierre, S. O,. June 8.—-In the i recent1 


death of Chief' Iron Lightening, at; 
his home near Thunder Bntte in the 
northwestern part of the Cheyenne In-1 
dlan reservation, the country lost proo-| 
ably the greatest of the few remain- 
ing famous Indian charaeteis who fig- 
ured in the early history of Dakota 
Territory. 
Iron Lightening was one of the sub- 


chiefs, who under Sitting Dull, par- 
ticipated in the memorable battle of 
the Little Big 'Horn, June 25, iSTti, 
when Custer and his baud of 261 men 
were annihilated. 
He is said to be 


the last of the chiefs who were In 
control of the Sioux Nation at that 
time. He was 76 years old at the 
time of his death and has for years 
made his home in the vicinity of Thun- 
der Butte station.
